In a recent speech, Taft said that he had been

What a flimsy childish excuse, for fe*KQe he abandoned *he- P°Uc.les oi Wasiunfwn 
a so-called great statesman to make. Since when 
did Mr. Taft become such a strong believer in the 
superior wisdom of others than himself?

Another 
statement of Mr. Taft, which goes to show his dis­ 
regard of the people’s ability to control their gov­ 
ernment: 
He declared that even if the Repub­ 
licans won, that they would go into the league of 
nations. In these statements, Taft showed that 
he believed that what ever the expressed will of 
the people at the polls was—the Republican Sen­ 
ate could and would defeat their will. 
Perhaps this earlier reasoning of Mr. Taft too 
strongly supported the oft repeated contention of 
Governor Cox, that the Senate was attempting to 
nullify the House of Representatives, destroy the 
power of the Executive, and get possession at last 
of the Supreme court, and Republican managers 
ordered Taft to say something upholding the wis­ 
dom and power of the people.
